Gogar, with a fingle Servant, were pafling through the 
Grafs-market from his own Houfe, adout his lawtul Af- 
fairs in this Place, was fired upon from the Caftle of E- 
dinburgh by {cveral repeated Shots, and had his Horfe 
killed under him; fo that he narrowly efcaped with his 
Life. At the fame time there was not the leatt Difturb- 
ance in the Grafs-market by Highlanders, or any of the

| This James Carmichael of Little Blackbarn,fome Years

Afterwards he re- 
covered, and lived many Years in King William’s R. ‘gn, 
without ever being quettioned for the Murders, becaule 
he was aholy Brother. 

At Bella-path near Cumlock, in the Shire of Air, the 
Whigs took one Houfton a Prifoner, from a fimall Party 
of Horfe, commanded by Mr. James Afficck and killed 
| three of his Party. And to foment our Rebellions in 
| Scotland, much about the time thefe Murders were com- 


mitted, 

Argyle failed from Ulye in Holland on the 2d of May 
1685, with three Ships, one of 30, one of 12, and one 
ot 6 Guns, and 20 Boats. On the sth of May he appear- 
| ed before the Ifles of Orkney, and fent his Stewart, Mr. 
| Spence, and his Chyrurgeon afhore, who were both ap- 
| prehended by the Inhabitants, and fent Prifoners to the 
| Privy Council at Edinburgh. Argyle not finding the 
| Encouragement in the Orkney and other Iflands, and in 
| the North of Scotland, he expe&ted, failed to the Weftern 
| Parts of that Kingdom, and landed at Dunttaffage Caftle 
| in Lorn, where he lett a ftrong Garrifon, and marched 
further into the Country, and there he publifned his re- 

bellious Declarations and Manifefto’s, which mo Man 
| took Notice of but his own Friends and Foliowers. Af- 
| terwards he marched into Kintyre with three Troops of 
| Horfe, and about 8000 Foot, and from thence to Tar- 
| bac, where he was joined by 200 Ifla Men: B's Ships 

and Boats came round, and were attending his Orders 
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in the Offing of Kintyre: There he went aboard, and 
failed to the Ifle of Bute; where he himfelf landed, and . 
marched to Rothfcy in the Ifle of Bute; and finding no 
Encouragement, returned to his Ships, and failed to 
Cowel in Argylefhire, detigning to bringin his Ships to 
Lochfin: But hearing of two of the King’s Men of War, 
viz. King’s-Fifher and the Fulcon, coming about in 


— Search of his Ships, he fortited a fall Cuftle called Al- 


lengreg, and an adjacent Rock, in which he put his 
Arms, Amimunit‘on and Artillery, and left 1¢0 Men to 
d.fend the Caftle and Ships, and then marched to the 
Head of Lochfin. 

Onthe 11thof June, the Marguis of Athole having 
300 of the King’s Troops, under his Command, engaged 
about 400 Foot, and 100 Horfe of Argyle’s Rebels, kil- 
led many of them, and put them to the Rout, which 
obliged Argyle to make a Counter-march to Allengreg 
Calthe, where he flayed ell the igth of June: Then he 
marched with about 6000 Men to Lenox in Dumbarton 
Shire, and thence to KeUeru, within 4 Miles of Dumbar- 
ton, where my Lord Dumbarton, Commander in chief 
of his Majefty’s Troops, was within 3 Miles of Argyle’s 
Army: And Argyle feeing Dumbarton’s Army fo nu- 
merous and well marthalied, at Night made Fires over 
all his Camp, and by the Light of them, decamped and 
difperfed all his People to their refpeét've Hab‘tations; and 


‘ never any of them appeared in a Body again, exccpt a- 


bovt 150, commanded by Sir John Cochran, potted with- 
in Stone Walls at Muirdyke, where they were attacked 
by Lord Rofs, who commanded 100 Horfe and Dra- 
goons: In the Attack, my Lord Rofs loft Captain Cleve- 
Jand, and 6 or 7 Dragoons, but killed many of the Re- 
bels, and put thein to a total Rout; and this was all the 
Lofs that Scotland fuffered by Argyle’s Luvation. His 
Lordthip was taken by a private Trooper in the Water 
of Inchinnin, brought Prifoner to Glafyow, and from 
thence to Edinburgh, by a Party of the King’s Horle 
Guards, and the Mic-lotuian Gentlemen. “They made 
his Lordfhip come out of his Coach at the Water-Gate, 
and with a Halter about his -Neck, led by the Hangman, 
walk upthe Canong te, High-town, and in tothe Caftle; 
and on the 1ft of June, his Lerdthip was beheaded at the 
Crofs of Edinburgh, ca 

All this Time my Lord Dundce was on the Borders 
of Scotland, with fome Troops of Horfe, to prevent all 
Infurre€tions and Communications between Monmouth 
and Argyle, and there is nothing more worthy our Ob- 
fervation tranfa€ted in Scotland, during King James’s 
Reign, till the Revclution, when the Scots Troops.march- 
ed into England: But after the D'flolution of King 
Jaimes’s Army on Saljsbury Plain, he returned back to 
Scotland, where the Convention of Eftates fat.at Edin- 
burgh. 

Nov. oth 1688, The Whigs. in.the Weft of. Scotland, 
without any Commiffiou or Order, came in Herds to E- 
dinburgh, to guard the Convention; and not being un- 
provided of their ef{1.tial Qualities, Malice and Reve: ge; 
no Man that had ferved th King Charles I]. or. King 
James’s Reigns, was fafein the Streets. Thete Things, 
with fome other Proceedings. of theConvention, and pri- 
vate Defigns againft my Lord Vifcount Dundee, obliged 
his Lordthip to leave the Convention and City of Edin-

burgh: He took about 30 Horfe with him, and went | 
down Leithwynd, and along the Way, called the Lang. 
gate. He halted his Party over againit the Caltle, near 
tc Welt-kirk, and went by himfelf up to th: Caftle. | 


Wall, where he had half an Hour’s Conterence with his 
Grace the Duke of Gordon, and afterwards returned to, 
h's Party, and that Night went to Linlithgow. What 
Difcourfe his Grace the Duke of Gordon and Dundee 
had together, is not known to many; but it's evicent, 
from the Confiquences of Dundec’s Affairs in the High. 
Jands, that if his Grace had Icft the Government of the 
Cattle to his Lieutenant Governor Wincram, and goue 
to the Highlands with my Lord Dundee, and there raited 
h's Clans, it would have tended more to King James’s 
Intereft. But Men of great Eftatcs. do not like torun 
great Hazards. 

Dundee went to Linlithgow the firft Night, after he 
left Edinburgh ; andthe next Day he pafled Stirling Bridge, 
and went to his own Houfe at Didupp, near Dundee, 
where he ftayed fome Days. Afterward he was pur- 
fued by General Mackay, with 1s Troops of Horfe, 
through Perththire, Angus, Aberdeenthire, Buchan, Lang, 
Murray and Nairn; and on the firft of May 1689, Dun. 
deve, with 1s0 Horie, joined Macdonald of Keappoch, 
who lay betore Inverne{s with 900 Men, forcing them zo 
perform, their Allegiance to King Jamcs, who eight Days 
before my Lord’s Arrival, had proclaimed the Prince of 
Orange K'ng ;, and for fome other un.eighbourly Praéti- 
ces of the Town of Inverncf$, and the Mackintofhes, a 
gainft Kceapoch’s. People, when he and his Brother were 
in Ireland with King James. But Family Quarrels be- 
ing no Part of my Hittory, I decline them. 

The Town of Invernets.gave Keappoch 2000 Dollass 
to be gene: Dundee mild!y compotid all tneir Difputes, 
and fhewed himielf fo gencrous. a Peace-maker, that he 
gave his. Lond forthe Maney. Afterwards Dunéce teat 
triendly tor Mackintoth, to reconcile him and Keappoeh 
together, who denied coming ta his Lordthip, though 
they were Relations. Upon which, Dundee ordered 
Kcappoch to drive away Mackintofh’s. Cattle, fome af 
which were kept for the Service of the Army, and the 
reft were feut to Keappoch’s. Tenants. T-hcn Dundee 
marched to Keappoch, and ttayed fix Weeks; and from 
thence, privately, with 150 Horfe, to Perth, where eas-

and from thence marched with 1¢90 Foot.and 200 Horfe 
to, Badenoch, againft{ General Mackay, and the Luird 
of Grant, who had about 69000 Mien, and chafed them 
Day and Night.till they paft Strathbogy, where he en- 
camped three Daysat Edinglafly. Onthe fourth Day he 
received Intelligence, that Sir. John Laneer’s Regiment 
of Horfe, a Regimentof Dragoons, Ramfay’s Regiment, 
and other two Regiments of Foot, had joined Geneval 
Mackay, which obliged him to retreat to Keappoch, 
where he remained 6 Weeks, till he was jo‘ned by the 
honourable Sir Donald of the Iles, with s00 Men, who 
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by Reafon of an Indifpofition, was obliged to return home, 
but left his Son young Sir Donald, with my Lord Dun- 
dee. Then his Lordhip appointed all the Clans, with 
their Friends and Followers, to meet him at the Blair of 
Athole the next Tucfday, aud that himfelf, the honour- 
able Sir Alexander Macdonald of Glengary, Sir John 
Maclane, young Sir Donald of the Ifles, the Cuptain of 
Clan Ronald, and Sir Hugh Cameron of Locheil, would 

oand raife the Badenoch and Athole Men againft that 

ay; but his Lordfhip marched to Dalnamin, in the 
Braes of Athole, on Tuefday Night, hearing that Gene- 
ral Mackay was come to Perth, which obliged his Lord- 
fhip to haften his March to the Blair of Athole, where he 
arrived on Saturday the 13th of June 1689 at +2 o’Clock. 
Juthe Afternoon his Lorcthip’s Spies returned, atd told 
him that General Mackay with his Army, contifting of 
9 Regiments of Toot, and 2 Troops of Horfe, were 
marching through the Pat$ gf Gillicrankie; on hearing 
that Intelligence, my Lord Dundee immediately march- 
ed his Army, contiltng of 1800 Fuot and 45 Horfe, to 
the Hills on the North-tide of the Water Tumble, where 
General Mackay’s Army appeared to be marfhalled in 
one Line, and three Men in a File, in a young bufhy 
Wood, havirg a Plain before them, and a 
Foot of the lithe Hills behind them, near the River 
Tumble. 

The Clans. earneftly intreated Dundee not to engage 
ia Perfon, and told his Lordthip their Method of Fight- 
ing was quite different rrom that of Regular Troops; A- 
gain defired hm to contider, th.t if he fhould be kil- 
led, King James’s Intercft would be loft in Scotland: 
But no Argument conld difluade hiin trom engaging at 
the Head of his Troops.

General Mackay loft his Brother Colonel Mackay, 
Colonel Balfour, with about 2000 Officers and Soldiers, 
and was beat quite out of the Field, himfelt very narrows 
ly efcaping with about 20 Horfe. 

After the Battle, Dundee’s and Pitcur’s Corps were in- 
tombed in the Ci.usch of the Blair of Athole; and the next 
Day Major Gencral Cannin, who commanded the Higi- 
landers, marched to Dunkeld, where he ftaid two Days 
to refrefh his Troops, and was joined by the Stewarts of 
Appin, the Macgregors, &c. 

Atter Dundee’s Death, Genera} Cannin, who freee: d- 


fuffer himtvif to be furprized at Cromeale, and King 
James’s Affairs became defperate every where: How- 
ever the Clans, under their Chiefs, maintained themfclves 
couragioufly for fome Time, and gained confiderable 
Advantages over King Wiliiam’s Troops; fo that King 
William thought proper to offer them, by the Earl of 
Breadalbane, a general Indemnity, and 20,0001. in Mo- 
ney. ‘This they bravely refufed, til! they thould receive 
King James’s Commands. Shortly. after King James, 
giving over all Hopes of Succefs, fent- them Word, to 
inake the ocft Terms for themfelves they were able. Up- 
on this they accepted the Indemnity, and la‘d down their 
Arms. How far it-fecured them, appeared afterward 
from the Maffacre of Glenco.
